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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 68 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
JP402281959A for the same reasons as urged in the action of 0304. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 69-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
402281 959A for the same reasons as urged in the action of 0304. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7-19-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues in the third paragraph on page 1 1 of his response that " JP 
'959 fails to disclose a plate in an apparatus for spreading treating agent". The 
examiner is not convinced by this argument since "for ..." is simply an intended use 
statement. In response to applicant's argument, a recitation of the intended use of the 
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claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a 
manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 
(CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). In this case the device 
of the reference is capable of spreading a treating agent. Since applicant has not 
argued the limitations of the dependent claims, he must agree with the examiner that 
these claims must stand or fall with the independent claim.
